FORGET flying carpets, a local 
carpet salesman is buying up 
Boeing 747s and fighter jets. 

Akbar Ali has been running the 
hugely successful Carpets for Less 
store in Beckton, for the last six 
years.

He said: “Akbar’s company 
Imperial Air Salvage has become 
the third largest firm in the UK 
breaking jets. 

“He has aircraft projects in 
Bulgaria, Austrailia, Bangladesh 
and in the UK Bruntingthorpe, 

Manston, Lasham in Dorset and is 
buying his first Boeing 747 300 
series. 

“He also owns a Mig fighter as 
his personal jet. 

“Yet despite all this, Akbar is a 
very humble upstanding member of 
the community.”

Council apologises 
to man after fining

A MOTORIST has received an apology after a council 
sent him a traffic fine for a car that was a different 
colour, make, and had a different registration plate to his. 

Ken Jacobs, of Poplar Street, Romford, recently 
received a letter from Barking and Dagenham Council, 
telling him his car had been found to be double parked in 
Ripple Road, Barking. 

However, the 79-year-old said there was only one prob¬ 
lem - it was not his car. 

The offending car’s registration plate was the same as 
his except for one letter. 

Mr Jacobs said: “It’s got a similar registration plate, but 
it’s not the same one. I haven’t been to Barking for a 
while, and I wasn’t there on the day they said it was.” 

However, not only is the car in the photograph not his. 


Mr Jacobs says it looks ‘nothing like’ his car. 

He said: “My car is silver, but the car that’s in the pic¬ 
tures is red. It looks like a sports car. 

“It’s as clear as a tin of beans and as plain as a packet 
of cornflakes - that isn’t my car.” 

Despite having repeatedly contacted Barking and 
Dage^am Council with evidence that the car was not 
his, Mr Jacobs was told that he faces court action. He 
explained: “This is utterly ridiculous. They are overlook¬ 
ing what is, to anyone who can see anything, completely 
and utterly ridiculous.” 

Barking and Dagenham Council said: “After reviewing 
this ticket it appears it was issued in error to the wrong 
person. 

“We have cancelled the ticket and we apologise to Mr 
Jacobs for the mistake. We will also be re-issuing the 
ticket to the correct motorist.”
